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Lanchester, 
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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Lanchester  Division  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of 
Lanchester,  which  consists  of  several  villages  and  places  were 
periodically  and  systematically  inspected  by  me  during  the  year 
1907. 

East  Hedleyhope. — Very  little  work  in  the  way  of  repairs 
to  the  wood  rows  has  been  done  during  the  year.  Many  of  the 
houses  are  damp.  The  spouting  should  be  overhauled  and  a  new 
channel  should  be  made  behind  No.  1  row  or  the  dilapidated  one 
removed  on  account  of  being  dangerous  to  travellers  in  the  dark. 
The  roofs  and  spouting  of  the  brick  houses  require  overhauling. 
Many  of  them  are  very  damp,  and  channels  are  needed  for  the 
first  brick  row  and  Office  Terrace. 

Hedleyfell  Cottages. — A  good  deal  of  the  work  I  pointed 
out  in  my  report  for  1906,  as  necessary  to  put  these  houses  into  a 
habitable  and  sanitary  condition  has  been  done  inside  and  outside 
in  the  way  of  slating,  spouting,  and  filling  up  of  cracks  in  the  walls, 
but  the  rate  at  which  the  work  is  carried  on  it  will  take  eighteen 
months  to  complete  it.  When  I  was  at  this  place  the  other  day  I 
was  told  that  instead  of  cementing  the  spaces  between  the  houses 
and  channels  the  owners  purpose  laying  them  with  bricks.  I  have 
no  objection  to  this  providing  the  bricks  are  well  laid  in  cement, 
but  not  otherwise.  The  authority  should  bring  pressure  to  bear 
upon  the  owners  to  finish  the  work  in  four  months  from  now. 

Cowsley  Cottages  are  fairly  clean,  but  the  owners  must  be 
impressed  with  the  necessity  of  seeping  the  channel  at  the  back  of 
the  houses  free  from  grit  and  stones  so  as  to  allow  a  free  course  for 
the  day  water. 

Cornsay  Alms  Houses  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Cornsay  Village  is  upon  the  whole  in  good  sanitary  condition 
with  the  exception  of  the  Farm  House,  occupied  by  Suddes.  This 
house  is  very  damp,  the  rool  requires  overhauling  and  the 
foundations  should  be  drained. 

Cornsay  Colliery.— This  colliery  village  is  in  a  fairly 
satisfactory  condition. 

South  View,  ne4r  Cornsay  Colliery, — The  large  yard  in 
connection  with  four  houses  belonging  to  George  Wall,  remain  iq 
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the  same  state  as  described  in  my  last  report.  If  the  owner  persists 
in  neglecting  his  property,  action  should  be  taken  to  compel  him 
to  put  it  in  a  sanitary  condition  in  the  interest  of  the  health  of  his 
tenants. 

Marleys  Houses.— This  place  consists  of  two  short  rows  of 
houses.  The  spouting  behind  the  row  running  parallel  with  Qaarry 
House  road  requires  renewing  in  places,  and  the  yards  should  be 
cemented  to  a  width  of  one  yard  from  the  foundations. 

Quebec. — The  old  ashpits  in  Busty  and  Brockwell  street  are 
still  in  use  and  the  roofs  of  many  of  them  are  dilapidated.  Three 
or  four  years  a<:o  the  Hamsteels  Colliery  Company  gave  a  promise 
to  replace  the  old  ashpits  and  privies  with  ash-closets.  They  have 
carried  this  undertaking  out  so  far  as  to  have  built  new  ash-closets 
in  all  the  streets  of  the  village  with  the  exception  of  those  I  have 
specially  excepted  and  in  these  last  cases  the  ashpits  should  be 
replaced  by  new  ash-closets  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  1908. 
Part  of  the  spouting  in  Taylor  and  Busty  streets  requires  renewing, 
and  the  channel  at  the  back  of  the  new  houses  at  the  Fold  should 
be  done  away  with  and  a  new  one  made  to  run  round  by  the  low  end 
of  the  gardens. 

Hamsteels  Colliery  is  in  a  fairly  sanitary  condition. 

Railway  Terrace,  near  Hamsteels  Colliery  is  clean. 

Newiiouse  Cottages.™ Some  yards  in  connection  with  these 
houses  were  cemented  during  the  year,  but  eight  others  require  to 
be  similarly  dealt  with  and  this  should  be  done  as  soon  as  weather 
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permits. 

Durham  Road,  Esh  Winning. — Here  also  some  yards  were 
cemented  during  the  year  the  remaining  ones,  thirteen  in  all,  should 
be  cemented  when  the  weather  permits.  All  that  is  desired  is  that 
the  cementing  should  be  one  yard  in  breadth  from  the  foundations. 

Esh  Winning.— -The  channels  at  the  place  ought  to  be 
renewed  and  the  space  between  them  and  the  houses  should  be 
cemented. 

Ushaw  Moor.™ The  Huts  at  this  colliery  village  should  be 
closed.  They  are  damp,  the  bedrooms  are  without  fireplaces,  and 
the  huts  are  quite  unsuitable  for  habitation.  The  yards  in 
connection  with  the  two  storey  houses  at  the  east  end  of  South 
Sheet  requite  c*  menting  one  yard  from  the  foundations.  The 
sinks  at  East  Terrace  and  the  one  at  the  low  end  of  George  Street 
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as  well  as  those  behind  the  wall  running  parallel  with  the  turnpike 
require  more  attention  than  they  appear  to  have  received. 

Esh. — This  village  is  in  a  fair  sanitary  condition. 

Hill  Top  near  Esh. — The  house  occupied  by  Mr.  Macklam 
has  no  sink.  The  slop  water  is  thrown  into  the  garden  which 
is  simply  a  quagmire  and  consequently  unhealthy.  This  should  be 
remedied  as  soon  as  possible.  In  other  respects  the  sanitary 
condition  of  this  village  is  satisfactory. 

Langley  Park. — The  colliery  part  of  this  village  is  in  a 
satisfactory  sanitary  condition. 

The  Private  Property. — The  yards  in  connection  with  the 
short  row  of  houses  owned  by  Hedley  and  Thompson  are  very  damp 
and  should  be  cemented.  The  rest  of  the  private  property  is  in 
good  condition. 

Malton  Colliery. — The  wood  Huts  at  this  place  should  be 
closed.  The  small  bedrooms  have  no  fireplaces  or  ventilation 
rendering  them  unhealthy  and  unfit  for  habitation.  The  sinks  on 
the  roadway  in  connection  with  stone  row  are  in  a  wrong  position 
and  liable  to  be  filled  with  mud  in  wet  weather.  Their  removal  is 
necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  space 
behind  the  houses  ought  to  be  cemented  one  yard  from  the 
foundations. 

Craghead.— This  colliery  village  is  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
condition. 

The  Middles,  near  Craghead  is  satisfactory. 

Holmside  Village  and  Pear  Tree  Cottages  are  clean. 

Burnhope.— The  Messrs  Ritson  are  doing  excellent  work  at 
this  colliery  village  by  removing  the  old  ashpits  and  privies  in 
connection  with  Church  Street  and  Fell  Row,  and  building  new 
ash-closets.  The  village  generally  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Lanchester. — The  mill-race  at  the  north  end  of  the  village 
during  heavy  rains  overflows  into  a  gully  connected  with  a  drain 
which  runs  under  Mrs.  Laing’s  house  in  Victoria  Street.  A  few 
weeks  ago  the  drain  got  so  full  of  water  that  it  lifted  the  cement  in 
the  yard  and  damaged  to  some  extent  the  kitchen  To  prevent  a 
recurrence  of  this  the  drain  should  at  once  be  diverted  in  another 
direction.  The  cottages  in  the  Blue  Bell  yard  are  damp,  the  bed- 
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rooms  of  the  houses  are  without  fireplaces  and  in  consequence  it  is 
difficult  to  get  the  required  ventilation  necessary  for  health.  These 
cottages  should  be  closed.  The  village  otherwise  is  in  a  fairly 
satisfactory  sanitary  condition.  The  streets  enumerated  by  Mr. 
Lupton  in  his  report  for  December  1907,  areas  bad  as  they  possibly 
can  be  bring  covered  with  large  quantities  of  mud  and  pools  of 
dirty  water.  This  dank  condition  is  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants,  exposing  them  to  influenza,  pneumonia,  and  bronchitis, 
and  there  cannot  be  two  opinions  as  to  the  necessity  for  putting 
those  streets  into  a  satisfactory  condition  and  free  from  danger. 
So  far  as  house  overcrowding  is  concerned  I  am  not  aware  that  it 
prevails,  if  at  all,  to  any  extent  in  this  district. 

The  district  generally  is  provided  with  proper  sewers  and 
house-drains  are  connected  with  them  and  trapped.  They  are 
examined  from  time  to  time  and  flushed  during  dry  weather.  The 
sewage  disposal  in  use  is  the  contact  and  percolating  system.  There 
are  sewage  disposal  works  at  Maiden  Law,  Cra^head,  Middles,  near 
Craghead,  Oornsay  Colliery,  Malton  Colliery,  Holmside,  Pear  Tree 
Cottages,  Langley  Park,  Waterhouses  Railway  Station,  and  Esh 
Winning.  The  system  of  excrement  disposal  are  privy  and  ash- 
closets.  In  the  township  of  Esh,  the  method  adopted  for  the 
removal  of  house  refuse  is  by  scavenger,  and  at  other  villages  and 
places  by  colliery  owners  and  a  small  number  of  private  occupiers. 
It  is  chiefly  put  on  land.  Ashpits  and  ash-closets  are  emptied,  the 
former  in  28  days  and  the  latter  every  7  days.  The  whole  of  the 
district  is  supplied  with  water  (upland  water)  in  sufficient  quantity 
and  good  quality  by  the  Consett  and  Weardale  Water  Company. 
The  Rural  District  Council  has  supervision  over  slaughter-houses, 
dairies,  cow-sheds,  and  milk-shops,  factories,  workshops,  and 
offensive  trades.  There  are  55  registered  cow-keepers  in  the 
district  and  the  byres  and  slaughter-houses  are  systematically  and 
periodically  inspected  and  found  generally  satisfactory.  They  are 
upon  the  whole  well  lighted  and  ventilated  and  the  cubic  space  is 
sufficient.  There  is  only  one  common  lodging-house  in  the  district 
but  I  have  heard  of  no  complaint  arising  from  it. 

During  the  year  680  cases  of  nuisances  a  id  structural  defects 
have  come  under  observation,  and  nearly  all  of  them  have  been 
remedied.  36  new  ash-closets  have  been  erected  in  different  places 
in  the  district  in  place  of  defective  and  insanitary  privy  middens. 

The  notification  of  infectious  diseases  is  compulsory  in  this 
district,  and  all  cases  so  far  as  possible  are  removed  to  Langley 
Park  Isolation  Hospital.  There  is  an  excellent  disinfecting 
chamber  in  connection  with  the  hospital,  and  bed  and  bedding  are 
brought  with  the  patients  and  properly  disinfected. 


Typhoid  Fever.— The  first  case  notified  from  this  disease 
was  on  April  5th  and  was  that  of  a  young  man  17  years  of  age 
residing  at  Langley  Park  village.  A  second  case  was  notified  from 
the  same  village  on  April  25th,  and  wss  that  of  a  man  31  years  of 
age.  On  May  7th  a  case  was  notified  from  Quebec,  that  of  a  man 
58  years  of  age.  This  man  was  much  exhausted  when  admitted  to 
the  hospital  and  he  died  3  days  after.  On  August  19th  a  man  47 
years  of  age  was  brought  from  West  Stanley  to  Lanchester 
Workhouse,  when  I  examined  him  I  found  he  was  suffering  from 
typhoid  fever  and  he  was  removed  to  Langley  Park  Hospital. 
On  October  30th  the  cases  of  3  children  in  one  family  were 
notified  from  Craghead,  whose  respective  ages  were  5,  13  and  15 
years.  On  November  5th  a  third  case  was  notified  from  Langley 
Park,  that  of  a  lad  14  years  of  age.  On  the  5th  and  12th  of 
December  other  3  cases  were  notified  from  Craghead  of  4,  7  and 
25  years  respectively.  With  the  exception  of  the  West  Stanley 
case  I  visited  the  homes  of  the  patients  and  found  the  sinks,  drains 
and  the  surroundings  of  the  houses  satisfactory.  As  I  have  said 
on  former  occasions  it  is  most  difficult  under  such  sanitary 
conditions  to  say  what  is  the  cause  of  the  disease,  11  cases  in  all 
were  notified  and  2  deaths  returned.  This  is  2  cases  more  than  in 
the  previous  year.  All  the  patients  were  admitted  into  Langley 
Park  Hospital. 

Simple  Continued  Fever. — One  case  from  this  disease  was 
notified,  but  no  death  returned. 

Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  was  in  different  parts  of  the 
district  during  the  year,  but  at  no  time  showed  itself  in  an  epidemic 
form,  22  cases  were  notified  and  1  death  returned,  which  is  13 
fewer  cases  than  in  1906. 

Diphtheria.-— Nine  cases  were  notified  and  7  deaths  returned. 
This  is  6  cases  more  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

Erysipelas. — Fifteen  cases  were  notified  and  1  death 
returned.  Ihis  is  4  cases  more  than  in  the  past  year. 

Measles, — This  disease  showed  itself  in  several  villages  as 
early  as  January,  but  it  was  not  until  July,  August,  September 
and  October  that  it  appeared  in  an  epidemic  form  at  Hamsteels 
Colliery,  Cornsay  Colliery,  Burnhope  and  Craghead,  806  cases  in 
all  were  reported  and  21  deaths  returned.  A  total  of  628  more 
cases  than  last  year.  The  infant  department  of  Hamsteels  School 
was  closed  for  two  weeks  in  September.  Craghead  School  was 
closed  from  the  12th  of  October  until  the  2nd  of  November,  and 
the  Council  and  Roman  Catholic  Schools  at  Cornsay  Colliery  were 


closed  from  the  1 8th  of  October  until  the  2nd  of  November,  on 
account  of  the  outbreak  of  the  disease. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  disease  was  in  several  parts  of  the 
district  during  the  year,  but  at  no  place  did  it  appear  in  an  epidemic 
form.  One  hundred  and  three  cases  were  reported  and  4  deaths 
were  returned.  Fifteen  more  cases  than  in  the  past  year. 

Diarrhoea. — A  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in 
the  district  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  and  it  assumed  an 
epidemic  form  at  Burnkope  in  the  months  of  March,  April,  May, 
June  and  July.  Six  hundred  and  twenty  eight  cases  were  reported 
and  4  deaths  returned.  Two  hundred  and  sixty  seven  fewer  cases 
than  last  year. 

Influenza. — A  large  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  occurred 
in  the  district  throughout  the  year,  but  in  the  months  of  January, 
February,  March,  April  and  May  it  was  epidemic  at  Craghead  and 
Burnhope.  One  thousand  four  hundred  cases  were  reported,  but 
no  deaths  returned.  The  number  of  cases  being  783  more  than 
in  1906. 

Table  I.,  column  7,  shows  that  the  number  of  deaths  for  the 
year  are  353,  but  46  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  and  being  deducted 
from  353  gives  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  as  307,  which  is 
10  more  than  in  the  year  1906.  Nine  deaths  belonging  this  district 
took  place,  5  at  Durham  County  Asylum,  3  at  Durham  Hospital, 
and  1  at  Darlington  Hospital,  and  when  added  makes  316  deaths 
giving  a  death-rate  of  14  per  thousand.  This  is  shown  in  Table  I, 
columns  12  and  13. 

The  diseases  of  the  lespiratory  organs  including  Phthisis 
caused  93  deaths,  being  17  more  than  in  the  past  year,  and  giving 
a  death-rate  of  4*2.  The  deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia 
are  15  more  and  the  deaths  from  Phthisis  are  2  more  than  in  1906. 
The  deaths  under  1  year  are  100,  as  shown  in  Table  5,  being  32 
less  than  the  former  year,  and  giving  a  death-rate  of  4’5  per 
thousand. 

The  births  were  749,  being  42  less  than  the  previous  year,  and 
giving  a  birth-rate  of  33*8  per  thousand.

District  of  Lanchester ,  on  the  administration  of  the  Factory  and,  Workshops  Act ,  1901, 
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Ebchester  Hill, 

February  5th,  1908. 

To  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Lanchester . 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  my  Annual 
Report  of  Health  for  the  Western  District  of  the  Lanchester  Rural 
Council  for  the  year  1907. 

The  Births  registered  were  241,  as  against  242  of  previous 
year,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  36’5,  as  against  35*9  estimated  to 
middle  of  1907. 

The  Deaths  were  140,  as  against  109,  giving  a  death-rate  of 
14*0,  as  against  11T  of  previous  year. 

Thirty  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during 
the  year,  viz  : — 7  of  Diphtheria  (including  Membranous  Croup), 
6  of  Erysipelas,  16  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1  of  Enteric  Fever.  Total  30, 
Sixteen  cases  were  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital, 

During  the  year  1907. 1  have  frequently  inspected  the  following 
villages  and  have  made  the  observations  as  follows  ; — 

The  Village  of  Ebchester  is  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition 
and  has  an  ample  supply  of  water  from  the  Consett  Water  Co. 

Low  Westwood  Colliery  Village. — The  drains  and  ash¬ 
pits  have  all  been  kept  in  good  order  and  regularly  cleaned  out. 

Riyei  side  Housrs  or  Milkwell  Burn. — Have  all  been 
well  attended  to,  also  is  wel  1  supplied  with  water.  The  approach  to 
this  village  is  still  very  bad  and  dangerous. 

Hamsterlf.y  Colliery  is  in  a  much  better  sanitary  condition 
with  the  improved  ash-closets  erected,  and  there  is  still  a  good 
many  more  required  as  there  are  a  number  of  dilapidated  and 
insanitary  privy-middens  which  ought  to  be  pulled  down  and  ash- 
closets  substituted,  also  better  provision  made  for  carrying  off  the 
roof  wat<r  from  the  hous°s,  at  several  places  it  is  simply  discharged 
into  the  foundations  causing  dampness.  The  drains  are  in  good 
order,  and  the  Village  is  well  supplied  with  water, 
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Old  Westwood. — Drains  and  ashpits  all  in  good  order. 

Allendale  Cottages  and  Dene  Bank  Cottages  are  all 
in  good  order,  the  drains  and  ashpits  are  well  attended  to.  is  also 
well  supplied  with  water. 

Medomsley  Village.— Is  in  a  good  sanitary  condition, 
drains  and  ashpits  are  in  good  condition. 

Medomsley  Fines.  — All  in  good  order. 

Bradley  Cottages. — Yards  and  ashpits  all  in  good  order. 

Derwent  Cottages. — All  in  good  order. 

Delves  Terrace. — At  several  houses  the  yards  are  damp  and 
insanitary  caused  by  a  want  of,  and  defective  paving,  also  a 
number  of  insanitary  outbuildings  which  ought  to  have  attention. 

Knitsley  Cottages.— All  places  in  good  order. 

Templetown  Village.— There  are  a  number  of  insanitary 
outbuildings,  damp  yards  and  defective  pavings  which  ought  to 
have  attention. 


Stannifoudham  Cottages  — Large  ashpit  and  yard  in  good 
order,  drains  also. 

Oliver  Terrace  and  Maud  Ville  are  in  a  good  sanitary 

state. 


Castleside  Village  is  clean  and  the  drains  are  all  in  good 
order,  also  good  water  supply. 

Cold  Rowley. — All  places  well  kept. 

Waskerley  Park  Village.— Yards  and  ashpits  all  in  good 
older,  nothing  offensive  observed. 


Templar  Terrace. — The  ashpits,  drains  and  yards  are  all  in 
good  order. 
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Medomsley  Edge  and  Wilson’s  Cottages  in  a  good 
sanitary  condition 

Brcomhill  Cottages  are  all  clean  and  well  kept. 

The  Western  District  of  the  Lanchester  Rural  District 
Council  is  generally  in  a  fair  sanitary  condition,  the  several  places 
are  well  provided  with  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works,  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  system  ol  purification  is  by  land  irigation. 
The  whole  of  the  district  is  well  supplied  with  water  for  domestic 
purposes.  The  cowsheds,  dairies,  slaughter-houses,  factories  and 
workshops  have  been  systematically  inspected,  and  generally  found 
in  a,  fairly  good  condition  structurally.  Many  of  the  cowsheds 
ought  to  be  more  frequently  washed  with  lime,  and  the  filth  etc. 
removed  from  the  premises.  The  scavenging  is  well  carried  out. 
The  sewers  are  frequently  flushed  and  in  good  working  order. 

During  the  year  337  cases  of  nuisances  have  come  under 
observation,  of  these  297  have  been  abated. 

Sixty-seven  new  dwelling  houses  have  been  erected  during 
the  year.  Seventeen  ash-closets  have  been  substituted  for  defective 
privy-middens.  A  few  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported, 
these  have  been  attended  to. 

The  District  Council  ought  to  take  up  the  question  of  making 
the  backstreets  many  of  which  are  almost  impassable,  this  applies 
to  many  of  the  villages  throughout  this  district.
